A Check on Immigration. 

The wail of the Chino is again heard 
along the water front, This timo (says the 
Manila Tones of tae Lice inst.) it comes 
fHoatiug ap, fram the detention station at 
at the mouth of the river whouro some fifty 
of their nimber ace awaiting traneporta- 
tion Eo their native heath. 

When tho Diamante brrived last week 
she brought four hundred and fifteen Chi- 


nese fur Manila, ‘Of this number three 
hundred and sixty-five could show pryper 
certifientes ; the rest wero ‘up against it.” 
Their certificates were not in order, and the 
photographs that are attached to these 
valuable slips of paper would not fit the 
face of the supposed original. 

Onv portly Chino showed a photograph 
ofa light weight, and swore by all the gods 
of Confucius that he had formerly been lean 
Lim Lam; but the inspectors of the emigra- 
tion department could not be convinced, 
and ho was turned back. The other cases 
were all of a similar nature. : 

The enuse of the trouble is that. when 
John Chinaman returns to his home country 
with his Manils earnings. he takes life easy, 
and ho invites his many frionds to join him 
in colobrating his'return. In this he dows 
not lack for plenty of convivial spirits, und 
he often wakes up from his round of ban- 
quets ‘dead broke,’ 

Then it is that he displays his cunning. 
Qut comes his Maniln certifieato, which 
entitles him to a safe return. Tho glories 
of a residence in the Philippines is pictured 
tu his friends in glowing colure, and the 
certificate is then put up to the highest 
bidder, with the assurance ‘that whocver 
is the lucky purchaser will hnve ne trouble 
in passing himself off in the Iund of ‘much 
riches.’ The price generally realized on 
one of these certificates is twenty Mex.. 
and the lucky holder of the same starts off 
rojoicing. But his happiness is cut short, 
when he bumps up against Uncle Sam's 
ofticials, 

It is.said by the officers of returning 
steamers to Hongkong that sume ‘merry 
scenes are enacted on Chinese soil upon 
the return of these gold brick subjects. 
Provious lessons szem to have little effect, 
as the traffic in these certificates still 
continues. ‘A sucker is born every minute,” 
the saying goes, and the disciples of Con- 
fucius. are no exception to the rule. ©
